The Empire of Finance, a new paper 


just started in New York city, advo- 
cates the use of gold and silver as 
money, and contends that both are 
wanted for the business of the nation. 
It gays: 


"All the fear that if the silver of the 


country was converted into money the 
price of the metal or value of silver 
money would be depreciated is without 
foundation, und the question has only 
to be examined sufficiently to discover 
the fact. No move of such property 
can be obtained than is wanted for 
money, nnd the Name is true as to gold. 


" No change in the plan of making 


uve of gold and silver as the substance 
for money can be made by people 
without barm to business and the pi 
ress of nations, until the people are so 
cultivated and wise on matters of gov- 
ernment and society and business that 
other property of a nation can be used 
as the security of currency, and when 
such period arrives the change must be 
made and the precious metals bestowed 
to the uses of the arts und sciences of 
all nations. Such period is far in the 
future, and when it is come a knowl< 
edge will have beou obtained upon the 
nature of the metals and the means of 
making them as perfectly us ice can be 
made from water an perfect as that 
made by the process of nature. 


" What people must soon discover is 


the fact that no more of such metals 
are ever to be found in the mines than 
are wanted for money, and a person 
might as well claim that some of the 
products of food should be put out of 
use because some people suppose that 
more of such products can be obtained 
than can be used as food in'the future. 
In oiother generation the people will 
be afraid that such metals are to be 
exhausted in the mines, us they are 
now fearing in many places the exhaus- 
tion of coal and iron and natural gas. 
[t is a fact that in the future the clos- 
ing of the production of such metals 
will be seen and the people of the 
world be compelled to adopt a substi- 
tute for them for money, or its se- 
curity. 


" Every dollar of gold and silver will 


be more precious in the future, and the 
measure of the metals in the mines of 
the world can be approximately taken 
to-day, and it has been done to some 
extent by persons of knowledge on such 
a subject. 


" The end can bo partly seen, and the 


period of the supply can be partly ob- 
tierved now. No power in the world 
can prevent the closing of the mines in 
the future, and the production of a 
substitute for both gold and silver 
when the sources of such metals are 
exhausted. An exhausted mine in any 
part of the world is H perfect prophecy 
of the future of the business of min- 
iiiif.1' 


WHAT STATISTICS IHSCIOSK. 


TlioMoKiiiloy bill,which its advocates 


<•! iimod would reduce the imports and 
increase the exports of the United 
States is having a directly opposite 
effect on trade. That bill has been in 
operation over two years and the as- 
sumptions of its supporters are not 
sustained by fuels. The chief of the 
bureau of statistics, in his statement to 
the secretary of the treasury, reports 
the total value of exports of merchan- 
dise from the United States during the 
year ending April 30,4893, to be $848,- 
5!U,447, a decrease of $16:2,748,746 from 
the preceding twelve months. The 
vsiliio of imports during the year end- 
ing April 30th the last was $926,151,988, 
an increase of $94,006,617 over the 
previous year. 


As there is nothing to be gained by 


under-estimating the value of exports 
it may be assumed that the figures of 
the bureau of statistics are correct so 
far us the value^ of exports are con- 
cerns,!, but as it is profitable to defraud 
,the revenue by under-estimating the 
value of imports it is probable that the 
figures of the statistician fall far short 
of the value of imports. That there are 
millions of dollars worth of goods 
smuggled into the United States an- 
nually will not be doubted. The acci- 
dental discoveries at the San Francisco 
aad New York custom houses prove that 
fact beyond dispute, but leaving that 
out of consideration the'statement of 
the bureiu of statistics show an in- 
crease of imports in the last twelve 
months of nearly $100,000,000 and a de 
crease of exports of nearly $163,000,000 
during the sumo period. The conclusion 
is therefore inevitable that the McKin- 
ley act, with its reciprocity attachment, 
did not give the producers of the United 
States a better market for their prod- 
ucts, and that under its provisions the 
value of imports increased more than 
ever before in the same length of time. 


This great change in the balance of 


trade may Vie due to other causes than 
the McKinley biU, but whether it is or 
not it is now pretty generally attributed 
to that measure.

SKUIOUS ACCIDENT 


At Chicago—A Floor Gives Way and 


Seventy-Five Women Fall 
Twelve 


Feet.

CHICAGO, May 20.—A distressing ac 


cident marred the closing day of the 
week's series of the women's congresi 
in the art institute building. There 
was an attractive program in Washing 
ington hall and a great crowd of women 
had gathered at the entrance, struggling 
to get in, when a section of the floorini 
20x30 feet fell and gave way, pre 
oipitating seventy-five women to the 
ground below, a distance of twelve feet, 
in a struggling mass. The air was a 
once filled with cries of pain and terror 
Almost a panic spread to a large 
audience already gathered in Washing 
ton hall. Assistance was procured as 
quickly as possible, and the frightened 
and disabled women .were extricated 
When all had f>een gotten out it was 
found that eight were seriously, though 
none fatally, hurt. Many others were 
more or less shaken up, but no 
injured enough to require assistano 
in leaving the building. So far as

member, 


of the organizations represented was 
hurt. The injuries were mostly to 
women who came as spectators, chieflj 
from this city, and consisted of disloca- 
tion of joints and sprains more painfn 
than dangerous.

It Will Connect the Carson * Colorado 


With the Southern Pacific. 
* 


Special to the JOUBNAL.] 


Los ANGELES, May 20.—An important 


railroad contract has been awardec 
within the past few days and is regard 
ed as a definite step toward the much 
talked of railroad from Los Angeles to 
Salt Lake city. The contract was 
given by the Los Angeles, Owens Valley 
and Utah Railroad Co., to F. E. Green 
of this city to construct a line of rail 
road from Mojave to Independence, 
distance of 150 miles, the cost to be 
about $2,100,000 and the work to be 
done within nine months. 


The same company is -building 


canal 110 miles long to run from 1( 
miles above Independence to the en( 
of Indian Wells valley. By the means 
of this great irrigating main it- is in 
tended to open for settlement 338,000 
acres of land, and the new railroad will 
pass through these lands. Frederick 
Stock, president of the company, states 
work will commence on the new line as 
surveyor H. L. Ryan and his corps of 
men return, which will be about the 
28th inst. He says the line is entirely 
independent of any other company. 11 
is to be.built entirely with English 
capital, and that the bonds of the road 
have all been sold. Surveyors wil 
lay out a route to Los Angeles from 
Mojave coming through San Fernando 
Valley by way of Pacoima. It is pro- 
posed after this is done to survey a 
line to Salt Lake with a view of secur- 
ing eventually a though line from Los 
Angeles to Salt Lake.

Later in the day Chief Justice Fuller 


who has shown much interest in the 
legal aspect of the present Chinese 
situation, had an interview with Secre-

Secretary Carlisle said to-day that he 


would certainly enforce the law as to 
deporting Chinese as fast as the means 
at his disposal would permit. He in- 
tended to begin with that class of 
Chinese who were in this country 
illegally. Having sent this class out 
of the country he would then turn his 
attention to the other and larger class 
—those who failed to comply with the 
Geary law as to registration. But $16,- 
000 remains of the appropriation for 
the present fiscal year to carry out this 
law, but $60,000 will be available for the 
purpose on July 1st next.

UNCLE SAM'S CAPACIOUS PURSE 


The Enormous Bulk of Coin Accumu- 


lated In the Treasury. 


Two hundred and fifty freight oars 


would be required to carry away from 
Washington the silver dollars which 
are stored in the single vault of $93,- 
000,000. Putting it that way gives a 
more vivid notion of the bulk repre- 
sented by the stores of coin accumu 
lated beneath the treasury. No wonder 
that the counting conducted by sixty 
experts occupies from two to three 
months and costs $6,000. The operation 
is performed in the presence of a com 
mittee, one member of which is ap- 
pointed by the outgoing treasurer, one 
by his incoming successor and thethirc 
by the secretary of the department. 


The treasurer gives a bond of $250,000 


but no bond is supplied by any of his 
subordinates. If one of the latter 
should prove a defaulter the treasurer 
•would be obliged to make upthedeflci 
out of his own pocket. However, con 
gress would doubtless pass a bill for 
his relief in such a case. 


J. N. Hudson, President Harrison's 


first treasurer, said that no trust com- 
pany would assume the responsibilities 
of his office for the $6,000 per annum 
salary attached to it. Nevertheless, 
there have been many applicants for 
the position under Mr. Cleveland.

Joe Fleming's Residence Completely 


Destroyed. 


At about 1:10 o'clock this morning 


the slumbers of our people were dis- 
turbed by the shrill whistle of a loco- 
motive, which, in short, loud whoops, 
announced another fire. 


Will Murray and Hiram Remington, 


who were the first at the engine-house,, 
endeavored to ring the fire bell, but 
after two or three taps the rope con- 
nected with the tongue of the bell 
broke, which rendered it impossible to 
continue the alarm. 


A large blaze was seen in the northern 


portion of town, and, following in that 
direction, the fire was located at the 
residence of Joe Fleming, situated on 
Fourth street, between Chestnut and 
Nevada. 


.The JOUBNAL force, a number of 


whom are members of the fire depart- 
ment, with the assistance of one or two 
other persons, succeeded in getting one 
of the hose carts out of the house, and 
Jim Steele, who was there with his one- 
horse buggy, took up the rope of the 
cart and quickly hauled it to the plug 
at the corner of Fourth and Chestnut 
streets. A^ stream of water was soon 
turned on the flames, but from the first 
it was apparent that it was not within 
the power of the fire boys to prevent 
the destruction of the dwelling, but the 
flames were kept down so that the dan- 
ger to adjoining residences was lessened. 


For some unaccountable reason but 


one of the three hose carts was taken 
to the fire, and it was nearly half an 
hour after the stream from the plug 
was turned on before it was necessary 
to start the engine. 


A stream from a small garden hose 


was played on the roof of Henry John- 
son's house, which adjoins the burning 
dwelling on the west, and by this 
means that building was saved. The 
small hose was operated by young 
"Sully," a lightweight pugilist of con- 
siderable note. There was no wind, for 
which the people of that neighborhood 
can be thankful. 


The Fleming residence with most of 


its contents was entirely destroyed. , 


THE ORIGIN. 


The origin of the fire is not known, 


but it started from tjje rear of the build- 
ing. Mr. Fleming's family is absent from 
town, and it is said that Mr. Fleming 
himself was also absent, having left 
town last evening in a buckboard. At 
any rate, he was not seen about the 
fire, and if he is not o»t of town it is 
feared he was consumed in the flames. 


The building and contents is esti- 


mated at about $3,000, and is insured, 
but for what amount could not be 
learned.

ther fruit from the Colorado river* in 
Lincoln county. In the mining depart- 
ment Nevada naturally makes a superb 
xhibit. Gold and silver ore in every 
ariety is shown, as well as beautiful 
pecimens of wire gold and wire silver, 
uby and silver. A unique exhibit is a 
pecimen of verisite weighing fifty 
ounds.

Plenty of Fine In Maine. 


Although Maine is no longer the Pine 


Tree State, not all of our pine timber 
has disappeared yet. A Portland box 
manufacturer has bought 2,400,000 fee' 
of pine logs daring the whiter, all haulec 
to his mill from the surrounding towns 
of Cumberland county and putting $25,- 
000 into the pockets of the farmers. 
From 160,000 to 200,000 feet of boxes are 
turned out every month. They vary in 
size from a box for a patent medicine 
bottle, made of only six inches of stock 
to huge hat and shoe boxes containing 
100 feet of lumber. Many packing, can 
ning and medicine firms and fish and hal 
and shoe dealers throughout thestati 
are supplied. The future contents ol 
the boxes and the owner's name an 
printed on one side by a queer board 
printing press. It is- like a card press, 
but more strongly built, and the sides ol 
the boxes are printed like so many pla- 
cards from iron types.—Lewiston Jour- 
nal. 


Going to the Fair In Clnbs. 


The formation of train and hotel par- 


ties to visit the Columbian exposition in 
Chicago is going on in various quarter! 
in this city. Social clubs have canvassed 
the matter and made up their pro- 
grammes for the trip.
